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Preliminary  gttlmates.  January-April 

Tanners  will  recelTe  a  total  of  a'bout  7 •3  'billion  dollars  from  the  sale  of  farm  products  and 
from  jOTernoent  payments  during  the  first  U  months  In  19'+7i  22  percent  more  than  the  6,1  'billion  dol- 
lars received  during  the  same  period  last  jear.    Most  of  the  gain  is  due  to  increases  in  prices.  3ot- 
ernment  payments  for  the  first  ^  months  will  "be  only  a'bout       percent  as  great  as  in  19^*^6. 

Cash  receipts  from  livestoclc  and  products  during  the  first  U  months  of  the  year  are  expected  to 
total  around  5«0  'billion  dollars,  or  ^+0  percent  a'bore  I9U6.    Prices  for  meat  animals  are  averaging 
about  55  percent  and  cash  receipts  50  percent  greater  than  last  year.    Prices  of  dairy  products  are 
a'bout  one-third  higher,  with  total  receipts  showing  a  slightly  greater  gain.    If  Dairy  Payments  are 
included  in  IS'+S,  however,  the  Increase  in  total  dairy  receipts  this  year  would  amount  to  only  15  per- 
cent.   Cash  receipts  from  crops  during  the  first  U  months  in  19^*7  proba'bly  will  total  about  2.3  hll- 
llon  dollars,  or  7  percent  more  than  In  19'^6,    Average  prices  of  all  crops  may  be  up  as  much  as  17 
percent,  but  the  total  volume  of  marketings  will  'be  down  slightly.    Substantial  gains  in  cash  receipts 
will  he  recorded  in  food  grains,  feed  crops,  and  to'bacco. 

Total  cash  receipts  in  March,  including  IJovemment  payments,  were  a'bout  1,8  'billion  dollars,  5 
percent  above  February  and  a'bout  25  percent  more  than  in  March  19^.    Prices  showed  a  gain  of  30  per- 
cent over  March  19^^.    Income  from  livestock  and  products  was  around  I.3  billion  dollars,  10  percent 
greater  than  February  and  U5  percent  above  March  of  last  year.    Meat  animals,  dairy  products,  and 
poultry  and  eggs  all  made  seasonal  gains.    Cash  receipts  from  crops  were  nearly  5^0  million  dollars, 
sliehtly  below  February  and  about  the  same  as  in  March  19^6.    Prices  for  all  crops  except  fruits  and 
nuts  were  higher  than  last  year,  but  total  receipts  from  cotton,  vegetables  and  fruits  were  down. 


In  April,  cash  receipts  are  expected  to  total  about  1.8  billion  dollars,  the  same  as  in  March 
'but  15  percent  more  than  in  April  last  year.    Higher  prices  will  account  for  most  of  this  gain.  In- 
come from  livestock  and  products  is  likely  to  be  a  little  above  March  and  about  one-third  greater  than 
last  year.    Crop  receipts  will  probably  total  a  little  less  than  in  March  "but  about  the  same  as  in 
April  of  last  year.    Income  from  grains  is  •sqpeeted  to  be  above  the  same  month  last  year,  'but  xeceiptt 
from  vegetables  will  be  lower. 

§^ft\g        Rsgional  gitimates  January 

In  January,  total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  the  United  States  were  UO  percent 
greater  than  in  January  I9U6.    By  regions,  increases  ranged  from  I9  percent  in  the  Korth  Atlantic  to 
59  percent  in  the  West  Korth  Central.    These  increases  mostly  were  due  to  higher  prices,  which  aver- 
aged 26  percent  over  January  19'^6  for  the  country  as  a  whole.    Both  crop  and  livestock  receipts  were 
up  in  all  regions,  the  latter  averaging  about  twice  as  much  as  the  former. 

Total  receipts  from  livestock  and  products  were  50  percent  above  last  year,  with  regional  in- 
creases ranging  from  12  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  to  72  percent  In  the  West  North  Central,  Prices 
for  livestock  and  products  in  January  averaged  38  percent  greater  than  a  year  earlier.    Cash  receipts 
from  cattle  and  hogs  were  especially  high  in  the  Sast  and  West  Uorth  Central  and  South  Central 
Begions,  from  cattle  in  the  Western  Region,  and  (rom  wholesale  milk  in  the  North  Atlantic  and  Sast 
North  Central.    Receipts  from  'butterfat  were  also  high  in  the  West  North  Central.    Income  from  poultry 
and  eggs  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  dropped  nearly  one-quarter  in  January  as  compared  with  the  same 
month  in  19'^;  but  receipts  from  cattle,  hogs,  and  wholesale  milk  made  substantial  percentage  gains 
in  this  region. 

Total  crop  receipts  in  January  were  about  one-quarter  above  last  year.    Gains  were  made  in  all 
regions,  ranging  from  6  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  to  58  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic.  Prices 
received  for  crops  in  January  averaged  lU  percent  above  January  19^+6.    Increases  in  income  from  apples 
in  the  North  Atlantic,  com  in  the  2ast  North  Central,  wheat  in  the  West  North  Central  and  Western, 
and  tobacco  and  cotton  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central  regions  accounted  for  a  large  part  of 
the  gains.    Income  from  tobacco  dropped  in  the  North  Atlantic  and  Sast  North  Central  regions  because 
of  delayed  marketings  in  Pennsylvania  and  Wisconsin.
